There is reason in 
the rule that a specific legacy is adeemed if the testator afterwards 
converts it into something else. He must know and mean that the 
legacy is cancelled. And where the property given has ceased to 
exist in the lifetime of the testator—as, for instance, where a ship 
which he has bequesthed has been lost (Durrant v. Friend, 5 
De G. & Sm. 343)—it is reasonable to assume that the testator 
knew and intended that the legatee should be deprived of all 
benefit in respect of the gift which is no longer capable of taking 
effect. But in the case of mere changes in the description of the 
subject-matter of the legacy—as, for instance, a change of invest- 
ment by trustees of stock standing in their names which has been 
specifically bequeathed by the person beneficially entitled 
(Harrison v. Jackson, 7 Ch. D. 339)—it would never occur to 
an ordinary testator that any fresh disposition was needed in order 
to secure to the legatee the benefit previously given. Especially 
is this the case where a testator has bequeathed shares in a com- 
the description of ‘‘my shares in the Co.,” and 
the shares held by the testator at the date of the will are subse- 
quently altered by the company. It has been held that the 
mere conversion of the shares into stock will not adeem the legacy 
(Oakes v. Oakes, 9 Hare, 666). On the other hand, it was held in 
Re Lane, Luard v. Lane (28 W. R. 764, 14 Ch. D. 856) that, 
where debentures held by a testator had, subsequently to the date 
of the wil], been converted into debenture stock, a legacy of 
“*my debentures in the St. Paulo Co.” was adeemed. That 
decision was much relied on by Mr. Justice Kay in the 
recent case, but in Re Lane the change in the description 
of the debentures was made by the testator. He exercised 
an option given him by the company who had issued the deben- 
tures, and himself converted the debentures into debenture stock. 
In Re Gray a testator bequeathed 50 shares in a banking company. 
At the date of the will he had 70 shares in the company, which 
was then unlimited, of the nominal value of £100 each, £25 per 
share being paid up. Subsequently to the date of the will the 
ore Saem converted into a limited company, the nominal value 
of the being reduced to £60 per share, with £12 10s. paid 
up, and the testator received 140 shares in placeof his 70. At the 
time of his death he held these 140 shares, together with others 
subsequently acquired. The alteration was made by resolution in 
accordance with the provisions of the company’s deed of settlement, 
mo act on the part of individual shareholders being required to 
the conversion. Mr. Justice Kay held that, if the legacy 
was a specific one (he considered that it was « general legacy), 
the substituted shares “ were so entirely a different thing from the 
shares in the unincorporated company” that the legacy was 
adeemed. We wish that in this matter of ademption learned 
judges would try to put themselves rather more completely ‘‘in 
the chair” of the testator. 











STIPULATIONS AS TO THE DIVISION OF PAPERS ON

Tuexe are few conveyancing matters of common occurrence on which 
there is so great a lack of a well-considered, fair, and practically 
workable form as the clause relating to division of papers in soli- 
citors’ partoership ceeds. As we all know, this is one of the most im- 
portant provisions in these instruments : the p ts of the partners 
after the determination of the partnership eae depend upon the 
Fight to the custody of deeds and documents conferred on them by 
this clause. No provision of the partnership deed is so likely to 
give rise to question, yet we venture to think that the form most 
usually adopted is somewhat loose and inadequate. The worst of 
the matter is that it is not very easy to suggest one free from objec- 
tion, and our object in mooting the subject is to elicit suggestions 
from our readers, with aview of ultimately combining the sug- 
gestions we may receive in # clause which may perhaps fulfil the 
airements of being fair, and free from difficulty in working.

THE LAW OF GIFTS JNTER VIVOS. 
Vil. 


Equitable interest in chose in action.— Where a chose in action of 
either class is vested in trustees, the equitable owner can make a 
yalid gift of the equitable interest by an assignment to the donee of 
which notice is given to the trustees: Bridge v. Bridge (16 Beav. 
315). 

Gifts made by declaration of trust.—As already pointed out, 
there are two methods by which a man can carry his intention of 
making a gift into effect: he may transfer either the legal or the 
equitable ownership to the donee. 

Where the donor is the legal owner of the thing given, he may 
constitute himself or some other person a trustee, either by parol, 
in which we include his acts, or by a formal declaration of trust. 
If he effectually constitutes himself a trustee he may retain some 
control over the thing given ( Wheatley v. Parr, 1 Keen, 551; Van- 
derberg v. Palmer, 4 K. & J. 204) without preventing the gift 
from being effectual. 

The cases are most conflicting, but the general conclusions to be 
drawn from them are— 

First. That if A. attempts to make a gift to B., by transfer of 
the property. to B., which fails, owing to the transfer being in- 
effectual, he has not constituted himself a trustee for B. 

Second. That A. may constitute himself a trustee for B. by un- 
equivocal words or actions. 

Third. That where A., being the legal owner of property, 
attempts to make a gift to B., by transferring the property to C. 
on trust for B., the gift fails if the transfer of the property is not 
complete. 

Fourth. That where A. is the equitable owner of property 
vested in C., a direction to C. to hold it on trust for B. operates 
as a valid gift to B. 

Whether an imperfect assignment can be construed as a declara- 
ration of trust.—There has been much difference of opinion as to 
whether, where the intention to make a gift is clear, but the gift 
fails, owing to the transfer of the property being imperfect, the 
attempted assignment can be construed as a declaration of trust in 
favour of the donee by the intending donor. The law, however, is 
now settled that this is not the case. See the remarks of Turner, 
LJ., in Milroy v. Lord (4 De G. F. & J., at p. 274, cited supra) ; 
and of Jessel, M.R., in Richards vy. Delbridge (18 Eq., at p. 13, 
cited supra).

The cheque was cashed in the lifetime of the testatrix. Held, no 

trust (Hughes v. Stubbs, 1 Ha. 476), the court being of opinion 
that the arrangement was to stand on the same footing as a will. 
A. directed his agents to purchase £4,000 stock in the names 
of himself and his wife in trust for his infant son. The agents 
made the purchase in the joint names, but without any trust ex- 
pressed, because, as they informed A., the bank declined to state 
a trust in their books. A. did nothing more except receiving the 
dividends down to his decease. Held, that no trust was created, 
on the ground that, whatever A.’s original intention may have 
been, he was content that the stock should remain under his absolute 
dominion : Smith vy. Warde (15 Sim. 56). Where a farmer’s wife, 
with his sanction, deposited the surplus produce of the butter, 
&c., with a firm in her own name. The husband constantly called 
it “his wife’s fund.” Held, that this did not amount to the 
husband having deprived himself of all control over the property, 
and that, therefore, he was not a trustee for her. Some weight 
was given to language used by him on his death-bed, which shewed 
that he did not believe himself to have made a gift: Mews v. 
Mews (15 Beav. 529). A., after depositing in a savings bank to 
the full extent allowed, made further deposits in the names of his 
sister and himself as trustee for her. Held, that no trust was 
constituted, as the intention was only to evade the provisions of 
the Act under which the bank was constituted: Field v. Lonsdale 
(13 Beay. 78). Note in a memorandum book: I intend to make 
certain investments, and I intend to leave them, at my death, to 
4. An account of the investments, “‘from the period that I 
determined thus to appropriate the money,” in the testator’s 
handwriting was found after his death. Held that “I intend to 
leave” created no trust: Re Glover (2 J. & H. 186). A. gives 
to B. a power of attorney to sell Consols, and directs him to hold 
the on certain trusts, but B. did not act on the power in 
A.’s lifetime. Held, that there was no trust, asthe money did not 
get into B.’s hands during A.’s lifetime, and as A. might have 
revoked the power at any time before it was acted on: Peckham 
v. Taylor (31 Beav. 250). A father puts a cheque, paid to him 
by a stranger, into the hands of his baby, saying, ‘‘ I give this to 
Ba ; It is his own, and he may do what he likes with 
it.” The cheque was not presented during the father’s lifetime. 
Held, that no trust was created: Jones v. Lock (1 Ch. 25). 
The consent given by a married woman before commissioners for 
the transfer and payment to her husband of sums of stock and 
standing in court to her separate account does not operate 

as a declaration of trust, and she can revoke her consent at any 
time before transfer or payment: Peafold v. Mould (4 Eq. 562).
